Yet 
she had never quite approved of

She had taken in stride such his- 
I torte events as the vLsit in June, 
1939, of King Oeorge and Queen 
Elizabeth of England. 
And she was 
not hesitant to interrupt her son, 
even when he was conferring with 
a 
distinguished personage in his 
cluttered study, if she wanted to 
know what he desired for lunch. 
But then. Sara Delano had some 
royal blood, as a descendant of the 
Prince of Scyrri of France and of 
tile Delanos, who originally spelled 
the name De Lannoy. 
Well Educated 
She was educated by governesses 
at her girlhood home in Newburgh, 
New York, and in France and Ger­ 
many. 
In 1880, when she was 26, 
she was married to James Roosevelt, 
i a lawyer with rail and financial in­ 
terests, who was exactly twice her 
age. Six years later he bought Hyde 
Park house, high above the Hudson, 
whose original portion was begun in 
1748 
There in her second-floor bed­ 
room, overlooking the Albany Post 
road and a segment of a 1,200 acre 
estate, Mrs. Roosevelt died. 
Her son is expected to inherit a 
considerable 
fortune, 
along 
with 
Hyde Park house and the part of 
Hie estate now already in his name 
At his death, the stone and stucco 
home and its grounds are to be 
transferred to the government. 
For a person of her age, Mrs 
1 Roosevelt had been in exceptionally 
good health, although several years 
ago she broke a hip in a fail and 
had to use a cane since then. Her 
last previous illness was on April 29, 
1940. when she suffered an upset 
stomach in New York city.
